In The Century General Horace Por­ 
ter writes of “ Grant’s Dash For Peters­ 
burg” in I -s series of papers on “ Cam­ 
paigning With Grant.” Of the passage 
r>f the James, General Porter says: 
As the general in chief stood upon the 
bluff on the north bank of the river on 
the morning of June 15, watching with 
unusual interest the busy scene spread 
cut before bim, it presented a sight 
which had never been equaled even in 
his extended experience in all the varied 
phases of warfare. His cigar had been 
thrown aside, his hands were clasped 
behind him, and he seemed lost in the 
contemplation of the spectacle.

avoid capture by the British. 
For military mid prudential reasons j 
little has be* ii allowed to be made 
known concerning the new* works and 
the heavy ordnance recently installed 
below the city, but for some years en­ 
gineers have been busy at the river 
forts. Some very formidable guns are 
now in position there, and a system of 
torpedo defenses has been perfected 
which would render the approach of an 
enemy’s warships within 12 miles of 
Washington practically impossible. 
The defensive works are located at 
the “ elbow,” or turn, of the Potomac 
where old Forts Washington and Sheri­ 
dan stood, and where at one point the 
channel for vessels of deep draft is but 
300 yards wide. 
The guns are protected on the water 
side by emplacement walls of stone and 
concrete 70 feet thick, and on the laud 
side by redoubts for infantry. 
The rapidly increasing wealth aud 
importance of Washington, the grand 
new public buildings aud the vast sums 
of money and bullion in the treasury 
render these protective arid defensive 
measures a matter of national impor­ 
tance and necessity.—Youth’s Compan­ 
ion.

There are some

In speaking

residents of the city said to the N ews

“If the compound duties on crockery 
finally become a part of the tariff bill 
vou will find that the importers have a 
uic*1 way of flettinjr around the law and 
lessening the degree of protection to 
Americans with consequent benefit to 
themselves. 
They are a slippery lot of 
fellows, and will not pay the govern­ 
ment a cent more than they are com­ 
pelled. 
It has been a notorious fact 
for years 
that 
English, 
French 
aud German plates are smaller than 
the same size of American ware, and 
the same is true of toilet goods. This 
difference necessarily 
decreases 
the 
weight, and consoljuently the tariff on 
that particular article. 
While this does 
not seem a great deal on the surface it 
ig all there, and in a year would amount 
to many dollars to the importers wlto 
ship large quantities of ware. 
They 
can shave a little here and a little there, 
and continue to dodge the real intent of 
the tariff as they have always done. 
I 
have heard this m atter passed around in 
the New York district in a jocular way, 
but you can depend on it that there is 
nome truth in the statement, and the 
importers expect to derive no little ben­ 
efit from it. 
"Another feature of the tariff is that 
it does not allow us to reach out for the 
manufacture of fine ware. Take thin 
china. It is light in weight, and a great 
quantity can come in under that duty 
and not pay very much money. 
If it 
was heavier the tariff would be some­ 
thing more of protection, but as it is 
you can never expect to see fine ware 
made in this country. There must be 
an increase if the potters are to sell iii 
competition with Haviland and other 
big concerns. They have been patiently 
waiting for this bill in the hope that 
they could soon begin the manufacture 
of china on a large scale, and I know 
that to some it is a bitter disappoint­ 
ment.”

Flycatcher* 
Driven Out 
by 
Bluebirds. 
W ren* the Final Victor*. 
•‘One spring,” said a lover of birds, 
"there came to a birdhouse in my gar­ 
den a pair of great crested flycatchers. 
I had a dozcu birdhouses 
scattered 
around. 
This particular one was about 
a foot square, with a peaked roof ami a 
chimney ut each end, a doorway for the 
birds to go in and out and a couple of 
auger holes bored through the back to 
give the hoi se light and air. 
“ This birdhouse, the summer l»efore, 
had been occupied by u pair of blue­ 
birds, who had left their nest behind 
them. This nest the greut crested fly­ 
catchers pulled apart and threw* out of 
the house, every twig and straw. They 
cleaned the house out completely and 
then they brought in everything new 
and built a nest of their own and set­ 
tled down comfortably for the summer. 
"B ut in a few days a pair of blue­ 
birds came along, and they made for 
this house. 
It might have been the 
same identical pair of bluebirds that oc­ 
cupied it the summer before. 
I don’t 
know about that, though I have no 
doubt that robins aud othc r birds that 
have been south for the winter, hun­ 
dreds of miles away, do come blick in 
the spring to the Fame places and to the 
same trees. 
Anyhow’ tins pair of blue­ 
birds wanted that birdhouse, and they 
were ready to fight for it, and that is 
what they did. The flycatcher is a nice 
little bird aud a pretty plucky sort of a 
fighter, but not a match for the blue­ 
bird. They had a grand round up inside 
the house, and finally the bluebirds 
pitched the flycatchers out, and later 
they pitched out every stick of furni­ 
ture that the flycatchers had brought 
in, cleaned the house out entirely and 
then brought in fresh material and built 
a new nest according to their own ideas, 
and they settled down for the summer. 
“ Well, a few days after that a pair 
of wrens came along, and they took a 
fancy to that particular birdhouse, too, 
and they sailed right in aud tackled the 
bluebirds on tho spot. You couldn’t see 
the fight from the ground, but every 
now and then you could see a straw’ or 
a feather shoot out of the front, door of 
the house. 
The bluebird is a good, 
sound fighter, but tho wren is a better 
one, and the upshot was that tho wrens 
fairly put the bluebirds out and took 
possession of the birdhouse themselves. 
Aud then the wrens did just what tho 
others had done. They pitched out ev­ 
ery scrap of stuff in tho birdhouse—just 
tumbled it out of the door, to fall on 
tho ground—and then they brought in 
new stuff and built a nest for them­ 
selves. 

They 
staid 
there 
and raised their young 
there, and in the fall they all fl«*w 
away and left the birdhouse again de­ 
serted lor the w inter. ’*—New York Sun.

It is the sentimenL says Arlo Bates 
in The Atlantic, and not the object, 
which arouses sympathy and kindles 
the imagination. 
No mistake could be 
more complete than to suppose that in 
this poem is to be found any argument 
in favor of the use of machinery as ma­ 
terial for poetry. 
In “ MeAndrew’s 
Hymn” it is the character of the stanch 
old engineer and his feelings by which 
the reader is moved. The wonders of 
tho great engine are a hindrance, and 
not a help, if they are looked at in any 
way other than through the eyes of Mc- 
Andrew’. 
The piece succeeds or fails to 
the degree in w hich it makes his emo­ 
tion real and contagious to the reader, 
and that, too, as emotion pure and sim­ 
ple, quite without regard to what has 
excited it. 
In so far as the attention is 
caught by tailrod, crank throws, feed­ 
ing pump and “ purrin dynamos” — 
finely suggestive as is the epithet in 
this last—the emotional cfleet is weak­ 
ened at the expense of the intellectual. 


How Their Initial V elocity I* C nlruU teif 
l o Tent* at Sh inly Hook. 
To the layman one of the interesting 
features in u big gun test is the method 
by which the initial velocity of the 
projectiles is calculated. When he hears 
that the modem high power guns often 
expel a shot at an initial velocity of 
2,000 feet a second, a rate that if sus­ 
tained would mean a mile in three sec- 
•nds, he realises the difficulty of calcu­ 
lating the spi ed. 
An ordnance officer 
must have accurate knowledge of the 
velocity of a projectile, that be may pre 
dict its range and penetration and de­ 
termine the accuracy of the gun. 
It is 
a comparatively easy matter, however, 
with the new instruments to calculate 
accurately the initial velocity of a pro­ 
jectile, and any one who is fortunate 
enough to visit Sandy Hook when big 
guns ure being tisted inuy see how it is 
done. 
Two open frames are flat up I 50 feet 
apart in front of the gun. 
Wires are 
stretched back and forth across these 
frames, making a screen through which 
the shot must past. The w ires in each 
screen form a complete electric circuit, 
which includes also an electric battery 
aud un electro magnet. The projectile, 
after leaving the gun, flies through tho 
wire in the Ant screen, interrupting the 
circuit and releasing the armature of 
tin* magnet. Iii a space of time so small 
as to be hardly conceivable the projec­ 
tile lias covered the distance between 
the two frames and pierced the wire in 
the second, interrupting its electric cur­ 
rent and releasing the armature of its 
magnet, as in the first case. The inter­ 
val between the drop of these two ar­ 
matures represents the time spent by 
the projectile in traveling 150 feet. 
This time is indicated by the chrono­ 
graph in the laboratory near by. 
Wires 
run from each screen to the laboratory, 
which is fitted up with batteries and 
switchboards. 
The armature of the first electro m ag­ 
net is an iron rod about 8 feet long, 
which is suspended vertically. This rod 
falls when the second electro magnet is 
placed a little below the first, and when 
it is released it acts as a knife, and, 
striking the side of the falling rod, 
makes a slight mark. The distance of 
this cut or mark from the end of the rod 
indicates the distance through which 
the rod has dropped while the projectile 
is passing from oho screen to another. 
This forms the unit for the calculation 
of the projectile** velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives and high power 
guns ha\ e increased the initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in the last 
few years. Projectiles may bo expelled 
now with a force that will make them 
effective at a range fur beyond ordinary 
eyesight.—New York Bum

The limits of the choice are deter­ 
mined by the day of the week upon 
which he was born. 
Burmese custom 
divides the letters of 
the 
alphabet 
among the (lays of the week, and a 
child born on Monday must receive a 
name initialed by one of the letters be­ 
longing to that day. 
Ka, kha, ga, glia, ngu, Taninlu 
Sa, hsu, UU zlm. ny a, A biga. 
Ta, tha, da, dha, na, Hanay, 
is the beginning of a jingle which every 
Burmese child learns, as you and I 
learned, “ T h irty days hath September, 
April, June and November.” 
A child born on Taniula (Monday) 
must have a name tx ginning with “ k ,“ 
“ g ” or “ u, ” aud when 
he 
is old 
enough to g<< to the pagodas the nature 
of the ottering he curries, or rather its 
shape, is determined by the day of his 
birth. 
Each day of the week is under the 
protection or subject to the fury of 
some animal. 
The tiger rules Monday, 
and a Bummil born on Monday will 
offer to Gautama a candle shaped like a 
tiger and fashioned of scarlet or of yel­ 
low wax. 
Tuesday belongs to the king 
of beast*, Wednesday is the tusked ele­ 
phant’s, Thursday is sacred to the rat 
and Friday lo the guinea pig. The drag­ 
on dominates Saturday, and Sunday is 
dedicated to another fabulous creature, 
half bird, half beast.—Youth's Com­ 
panion.
